; Yeu ask about Hill‘s ‘Historical Roman Coins'. I would cugpens ae 
your writing to Mr.’ WYayte Raymond, 489 Park Avenue, New York City. 


I note your request for about four tities dealing with Roman 
and “Sreek coins. If you do not have Macdonaid’s 'Coin Types' you 
‘60liid hardly do better than to obtain that. It is not expensive - 
10 shillings, I think. An indispenaable reference work for Greek 
coins is Head's Historia Numorum', which I think sells for $12 to 
$15. I think it would be adwisable also to order the parts which 
have appeared of Mattingly and Sydernham's ‘Roman Imperial Coinage’. 
Three parts have been issued; the cost is about 30 shillings per 
part. They can be obtained from Spink & Son, 5-7 King Street, 

St. games's, London, S.W.1. ‘Am introduction, which is valuable, 
is published by the British Museum and is called ‘A Guide to the 
Exhibition of Roman Coins in the Bristsh Museum'. Probably you 
will have in another section of your Library, Restovtseff's ‘Social 
and Economic History of the Roman Emvire'. This has valuable 
bearing on the numismatics of Rome. A work in “erman which has 
considerable value for the 102 plates is Bernhardt's ‘Handbuch zur 
Manzkunde der. R&mischen Kaiserzeit'. Gruber's book is practically 
superseded by those mentioned above. 


If your appropriation is net exhausted by these, you might 
consider acquiring the Fritish Museum Catalogue of the Coins cf the 
Roman Republic, although this is expensive - about %40. for the 
three volumes. 


I hope this will give you the information you need. If not, 
please write further.
